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Ten Jobs Open 
For Upgrades;

WASHINGTON Ten 
Army MOSs in two pay grades 
were taken out of the tem- 
porary promotion deep freeze 
this week, seven new ones 
were put in and—for the first 
time—promotions were frozen . 
for E-8s and E-9s in 21 MOSs. 

This was made known as the 
Army announced EM temporary 
promotion quotas for June would 
be 15,656, the second biggest quota 
of the calendar year and unex- 
pectedly good news for soldiers. 

The fact that promotions would 
open up for many men in MOSs 
once frozen for months or years 
was exclusively forecast by Army 
Times last week. And, as predicted, 
MOS 951 (military policeman) was 
unfrozen in pay grade E-7 after 
being in the freeze for 23 long 
months. 

Freezing of promotions to E-8 
and E-9 in the 21 MOSs meant mere- 
ly that the supergrades had reached 
authorized strength in those special- 
ties. Strict control is necessary on 
E8 and E-9, it was explained, to 
insure that the central name assign- 
ment system will work well and 
that no stagnation takes place in 
| those grades.’ Thus positions in E-8 
| and E-9 will not get overloaded.

WASHINGTON. — A series of 
actions to be taken by the Army 
over the next 18 months is ex- 
pected to establish the Warrant 
officer corps as a firm part of the 
Army of the future.

WASHINGTON — Top officials told Army Times last 
week that great strides are being made throughout the Army

careers in the Army. 


The outlook for increases in re- 
tention of junior officers—which 
means the addition of much-needed 
new blood and a better overall bal- 
ance in officer strength—was de- 
scribed as very good for the next 
fisca) year. A spokesman added that 
FY ’62 should be “the best year 
yet” for the Army’s retention pro- 
gram. ' 

“The outlook of the Army’s young- 
er officers is changing,” Maj. Gen. 
Robert W. Porter Jr., Army direc- 
tor of military personnel manage- 
ment, told Army Times. “Our 
younger officers are looking at mil- 
itary careers very critically,” he 
said, adding that “we can expect 
this trend to continue.” 

The reason behind this changing 
attitude toward an Army career, 
Gen. Porter explained, is that the 
Army has been stepping up its 
junior officer retention program 
end has been doing everything it 
can to individualize it. The Army 
has always offered an excellent 
career, he said, to men who are 
looking for personal satisfaction 
andi the challenge of responsibility. 
“We're simply doing a better job 
of selling the Army’s appeal than 
we have done in the past, and it’s 
paying off.” 

The Army’s present drive for re- 
tention of young officers got under- 
way two years ago, but for an un- 
derstanding of the program’s objec- 
tives—and the problems which cre- 
ated the need for such a program— 
it is necessary to go back about 
six years.

IN 1954 the Army was forced to 
cut manpower and had to look for 
a place where it could “weed out” 
officers. The most logical choice at 
the time was to make the cuts in 
the World War II “hump” of re-| 
servists who entered the service 
about 1942-44. But at the same} 
time it was cutting strength here, | 
the Army had to continue to bring 
in new officers. 

Between 1954 and 1958, however, | 
it wasn’t known six months in ad-} 
vance what the Army’s total 
strength would be at any time.

THE ARMY’S overall program 
for the past two years has been 
confined to an attack on four basic 
areas: the general policy level, the. 
technical services and combat arms, 
the schools, and the outlets for in- 
formation and morale boosting. ~ 


At the general policy level, the 
Army has been careful to see that 
every rule or regulation it writes 
which affects junior officers meets 
the aims of higher retention, and is 
designed to attract more young 
officers to a career, 

Chiefs of the technical services 
and combat arms have n in- 
structed to carry out their assign- 
ment function with the aim of giv- 
ing new officers all the responsi- 
bility and development they can 
handle. 

At Army schools commandants 
have been told to watch for the best 
career prospects and to encourage 
the best talent. Here special atten- 
tion is even being given to the six- 
month resefvists.

IN THE FIELD of information- 
morale, the Army is trying to deal 
with young officers individually and 
to give them special consideration 
in matters of housing, pay, records, 
social life and other factors which 
would have influence on their de- 
cision to stay in the service or leave 
after their first tour of duty. 

Throughout, stress has been 
placed on individual contact with 
young officers and personal deal- 
ings with their commanders. Ef- 
forts have been made to keep track 
of men in advanced ROTC and to 
try to find a place for them even 
before they enter the Army.

The theory behind the rail- 
mounted concept is that a launcher 
attached to a train, being constantly 
on the move, would present an 
elusive target to enemy missiles. 
At the same time it would be pos- 
sible for the train to pull‘on to any 
convenient siding along the nation’s 
220,000 miles of railroad line and 
prepare a missile for firing within 
a matter of minutes.

THE INTEREST FALLACY: One 
of the ideas behind a contributory 
retirement system is that the con- 
tributions paid in can be invested 
elsewhere to produce additional in- 
come. This income, the interest 
from investments, builds up the 
fund and reduces the contributions 
required from employes and em- 
ployer, thus reducing the cost of 
the system as a whole. 

This is true in private industry 


systems. 

But it doesn’t work that way in 
government. 

In government contributory 


plans the contributions must be 
invested in government securities. 
The interest paid to the fund is 
paid by appropriations, which 
means that it is paid in large part, 
if not entirely, by the taxpayer. 
Even if the investment of the 
Civil Service retirement fund or 
a military contributory fund earned 
enough interest so the government

A military contributory system 
would likely be the victim of this 
same sort of deficit accounting. 
The obligation would be put off un- 
til future years but over the long 
haul the possibility of any Teal 
saving is extremely doubtful. 

But if a military contributory 
system could be devised to protect 
it against the deficit funding prob- 
lems listed above, if the govern- 
ment was forced to meet its obliga- 
tions each year, then the appropria- 
tions required, at least for the im- 
mediate future, would exceed those 
estimated under the present non- 
contributory system, 

According to the study by De- 
fense experts, if the military re- 
tirement system were a funded 
system there would exist today an 
actuarial deficiency of $38.6 bil- 
lion. This represents the future ob- 
ligation of the government to those 
now serving on active duty or now 


|on the retired rolls. 


To prevent this deficiency from 
growing, an annual appropriation 
to the retirement fund of $2.9 bil- 
lion would be’ necessary. This 
would not cut the deficiency but 
merely keep it from growing. The 
$2.9 billion would be the minimum 
annual appropriation required to 
prevent this deficiency from in- 
creasing. 

This amount alone is more than 
the cost of the present system— 
which won’t reach $2.9 billion until 
about 1978. Eventually, of course, 
the present system could run as 
high as $4.8 billion annually.

Study Proposes

During World War Ii, many 
service people felt they “made 
money” while moving on a perma- 
nent change of station or on a tem- 
porary duty trip. 

Fewer think so today, even 
though several “travel benefits” 
have been ‘added in the recent past 
to compensate for higher costs in 
meals, fuel, lodging and all the 
other elements of travel. 

The word “change” continues to 
typify this category of pay. The 
Defense Department recently asked 
Congress to increase the per diem 
rate, and a somewhat hesitant 
move was also made to get an in- 
crease in'the trailer movement al- 
lowance. Pay for remote and iso- 
lated duty stations has also been 
sought. 

But over a period of time serv- 
icemen no longer can hope to make 
money by means of travel pays, 
though a single trip or an occasion- 
al PCS may allow the family to 
bank a few dollars. 

For example, a family driving 
PCS from Montgomery, Ala., to 
Dayton, Ohio, could get a total] al- 
lowance of 24 cents a mile. For 
the 600-mile trip this would be 
$144. Add the dislocation allow- 
ance—$119.70 if a major—and the 
take is $263.70. 

On its face, there’s a profit for 
the travelers here, particularly if 
they can stay with relatives or 
friends along the way. Even the 
cost of staying at motels would 
leave a modest sum. 

The rub is that the expense of 
breaking up one home and estab- 
lishing another generally eat up 
the surplus, and more. That’s the 
reason for the dislocation pay, in 
fact. 

And it is also why Defense wants 
the per diem authorization boosted 
to a ceiling of $14. The present 
$12 limit is inadequate. 

Relatively few persons can make 
money on moves, and then it takes 
some cutting of corners. For in- 
stance, a man is ordered on TDY 
to a place lacking government fa- 
cilities. Ordered to St. Louis for 
a week, Officer X finds no govern- 
ment accommodations there 
his parents or close friends live 
nearby; he boards with them and 
still collects the $12 daily.

HERE are the principal kinds 


of travel pay and some of the rules | 


governing them: 

Travel of the Serviceman. On 
PCS moves a person generally can 
(1) find his own transportation 
and be paid mileage at six cents 
a mile, or (2) be furnished trans- 
portation plus a per diem allow- 
ance, or (3) be furnished trans- 
portation and .eal tickets. 

The mileage payment—which is 
collected at the new duty station 
—is intended to cover first class 
travel including sleeping accom- 
modations, meais and incidentals. 
Mileage and per diem are not al- 
lowed for the same day. Distance 
is measured on an official scale. 

When the government buys a 
railroad or airline ticket, a per 
diem allowance may be paid un- 
der certain circumstances. 

Where land travel is performed 
partly at personal expense and 
partly by government means 
(transportation in kind), the travel 
performed at personal expense 
brings an allowance of five cents 
a mile.

@ Normal separation from serv- | 


ice, from the last duty station to 
either the home of record or the

The rates differ, too, under the 
$12 ceiling, depending on whether 
quarters and/or government mess- 
es are available. Section 4205 of 
the Joint Travel Regulations cover 
these circumstances. 

Travel of ts. The gen- 
eral rule is that wives and children 
receive government travel if the 
husband ranks above the lowest 
four grades, or if he is an E-4 with 
more than four years service. 

The family can choose between 
two methods of financing this PCS 
travel: 

1. Mileage allowance. This is six 
cents each for not more than two 
dependents 12 years of age or over, 
and three cents for each additional 
dependent of 12 years and up. 
Also, three cents for each child 
aged five to 12. But in no case

may the mileage for all dependents 
exceed 18 cents. The husband’s 
six cents a mile makes the total 
sum allowed 24 cents. 

The family pays for the travel 
and collects the mileage later. 

2. Government-furnished _ trans- 
| portation. Here the member se- 
eures transporation requests and 


the government pays for them./y 


There is also this feature: these 
requests can be made for any num- 
| ber of dependents without forfeit- 
| ing the right to reimbursement— 
up to the 18-cent limit—for depend- 
|}ents who travel at personal ex- 
| pense. 

For travel overseas, where de- 
pendents are allowed to move 
with the serviceman but don’t do 
so, there are special rules. The 
same applies to (1) dependent 
transportation to the States in ad- 
vance of sponsor, (2) movement 
because of war overseas, and (3) 
many other situations. Chapter 7 
of the JTRs spell this out. 

Overseas Station Allowances, 
These are not to be confused with 
the overseas pay enlisted people 
draw, covered previously in this 
series. The station allowances 
consist of (1) cost-of-living allow- 
ance, (2) housing allowance, and 
(3) temporary lodging allowance. 

The allowances (average: $500 
|}a year) vary from very expensive 
| localities like Caracas, Venezuela 
| (average around $600 a month for 
|a field grade attache) to nothing 
| extra for Germany. 

For the cost-of-living part of the 
allowance, a special “index” is 
used. Say the COL index at your 
Station (established by the Defense

lodging money. The travel per diem 
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total, according to the cost of liv- 
ing in-the area. For instance, in 
Naples the rate is $14. Usually, the 
money is payable to a member when 
arriving at or leaving an overseas 
station on a PCS but must tem- 
porarily stay at hotels and eat in 
restaurants. 


For the member only, the allow- 
ance is half of the area per diem 
rate; for man and wife, it’s equal 
to it; for member and two de- 
pendents, it’s 125 percent of per 
diem, and for member and three 
dependents, it’s 150 percent of the 
PD rate. 

Dislocation Allowance. This is 
payable after a family moves on 
a PCS. It amounts to one month’s 
basic allowance for quarters. As 
with other travel money, E-4s with 
four years service or less are not 
eligible to receive it. 

Dislocation money also is not 
payable (1) for more than one 
PCS in a fiscal year (there are ex- 
ceptions), (2) from home to or 
from first and last duty stations, 
respectively, (3) for a PCS change 
in the same city, (4) if the trailer 
allowance is paid, or (5) to a man 
without dependents. 

Trailer Allowance. There are 
two main features. One provides 
20 cents a mile when a commercial 
mover tows the house on wheels. 
Generally, it costs much more, so 
the mobile home owner digs down 
for the difference. This is why the 
services want to boost the. allow- 
ance, but they have not been able 
to get the request to Congress as 
et. 

The trailerite, of course, is also 
permitted to haul his own trailer, 
but he gets only 11 cents a mile for | 
the purpose. 

Reimbursable Expenses. These} 
rules ‘are tricky; for specifics a| 
check of the JTR is recommended. 
Normally, however, the military 
traveler (but not his family) while

Local Area 
Travel Pay 
Authorized 


On official business servicemen 
are allowed transportation at or 
near (in the “vicinity of”) their 
permanent or TDY duty station, or 
are reimbursed for it if paid for 
at personal expense. 

“Vicinity” is determined by the 
base commander. 

Here are two examples, 

Example 1, You are ordered (of- 
ficial orders) TDY for five days 
away from your permanent base, at 
point X. At X you are allowed 
transportation between your hotel 
or lodging place and your duty 
point or points. If you don’t re- 
ceive government transportation, 
you are entitled to reimbursement 
at eight cents a mile between these 
points. Only the driver of the car 
gets reimbursed. Other riders 
don’t. 

If you use a streetcar or bus, 
reimbursement is for the actual 
cost. Your TDY orders may author- 
ize use of taxi or your-drive-it car; 
you get reimbursed. Suppose your 
orders don’t authorize use of a 
“special conveyance,” but circum- 
stances arise where you believe its 
use is advantageous to the govern- 
ment. Then reimbursment is per- 
mitted provided your commander 
agrees and supports your claim. 

Example 2. Your commander 
verbally directs you to proceed to 
a point in the vicinity of your 
regular base. He says, “use your 
car.” Accordingly, you afte allowed 
reimbursement of eight -cetits a 
mile, Any riders are not, however. 
For use of:a bus, trolley, or special 
conveyance, rules of Example 1 
apply.

PCS to and from restricted sta- 
tions outside U.S. You may be 
moved to a station outside the 
U.S. where your dependents aré 
not authorized to accompany you. 
In such a case, you can designate 
a place where they may reside 
until they are authorized to join 
you. 

You may elect to receive trailer 
allowance to this place or disloca- 
tion allowance plus shipment of 
household goods at government ex- 
pense. When your dependents re- 
ceive orders to travel to your over- 
seas station, you may elect trailer 
allowance if you did not. accept 
dislocation allo when your 
dependents traveled to the desig- 
nated place. 

Trailer allowance in this case is 
limited to the distance to port of 
embarkation from the designated 
place. The expense of moving a 
trailer outside the U.S. is at your 
personal expense. If you elect in 
lieu of trailer allowance to ship 
household goods, they will be 
shipped from the designated place 
to your overseas station at govern- 
ment expense. 

Upon your return to station in 
the U.S., household goods may be 
returned to port of entry in U.S. 
at government expense. Then you 
may elect either trailer allowance 
from the designated place to new 
station or dislocation allowance 
and shipment of your household 
goods from port.of entry in US. 
to your new station. 

PCS te and from unrestricted 
stations outside U.S. When your 
dependents perform authorized 
travel with you, you may elect 
trailer allowance only if you move 
your trailer to your, overseas sta- 
tion.

Was Necessary 


One intriguing aspect of last week's 
“L’ Affaire U-2” was the apparent ease with 
which the Soviet rocket went up and knocked 
Mr. Francis Powers’ high-flying airplane out 
of the sky. Just one shot, if we can believe 
the Russian report, was all it took. 

It is said that the United States recon- 
naissance craft was up around 65,000 feet 
at the time, an operational region for which 
its special construction peculiarly fitted it. 
At that height the shorter-winged and 
heavier fighter-interceptor planes of all na- 
tions find little support on the thin air; con- 
trol and maneuvering become real problems. 

This is not to say, of course, that even 
higher altitudes have not been achieved by 
both the Russians and ourselves. But they 
were for the most part planned altitude 
flights at maximum pull-up speeds; maneu- 
verability was not a question. 

Such “kills,” at even greater heights, 
would not be particularly noteworthy, either, 
if American missilemen were doing the fir- 
ing. Our Nike Hercules has downed targets 
from 1000 to 100,000 feet and at speeds up to 
three times the speed of sound. A kill at 
150,000 feet has been reported. Even the 
seven-year-old Nike Ajax would have found 
the U-2 an easy target at 70,000 feet. 

But the Communists until now have been 
lagging in this field of air defense, from all 
reports. This latest, and possibly new, suc- 
cess may indicate that they can now at least 
approximate Ajax’s performance. 

On the other hand, a cautious approach 
to our estimate of the Red “success” might 
well be taken in light of certain contradic- 
tions surrounding the entire matter of the 
downed plane. 

Mr. Powers is not available for comment, 
so we have only Mr. Khrushchev’s word for 
what took place over an apparently valuable 
piece of real estate in the Ural Mountains 
last week. To buttress his story of intrepid 
and sharpshooting rocketeers dropping a 
capitalistic spy with one “bird”, Khrushchev 
has presented to the world a number of in- 
teresting photographs. 

They show: a downed plane, almost in- 
tact after plummeting 12 miles; an in- 
triguing “spy kit”, complete with silencer- 
equipped automatic and a suicide needle, also 
intact ; an elaborate and delicate plane camera 
in working condition, and an uninjured pilot. 

Isn’t everything in that bundle rather re- 
markably marketable? 

Undoubtedly, most things — or many 
things—surrounding this case will be cleared 
up in due time as others besides Mr. Khrush- 
chev get onto the stage. Meanwhile, there ap- 
pears to be little reason for self-criticism in 
the United States, or statements from our 
allies deploring such activities connected 
with espionage. Any nation whose leader has 
boasted that “We will bury you” deserves to 


be closely, even if illegally, watched by those 
so threatened. 

The timing of the trip was, of course, ex- 
tremely bad, coming as it did just before the 
summit meeting. But there is no doubt that 
it, and others like it, are necessary. 

Our leaders now should be studying ways 
to improve our methods so that we are not 
caught, next time.

The tremendous attraction of the 20- 
year retirement program .is opposed to 
the ever-growing cost of such a program. 
It is elementary to assume that we cannot 
alter the former without literally ruin- 
ing the morale of older servicemen, the 
very group that encourages those “first- 
hitch” men to take advantage of the pres- 
ent outstanding features of an Army ca- 
reer coupled with early retirement. 

* * * 


A SHORT-SIGHTED ANSWER would 
be to require the full 30 years of service, 
with the reasoning that a man would ob- 
viously live 10 years ‘less as a recipient 
of retired pay, even though he would be 
drawing more pay while he lived. 

Such:a plan would not solve the money 
problem, 

When this goal is finally and resentful- 
ly attained by the oldtimers, who will re- 
place us? Not even an E-10 and E-11 pro- 
gram would straighten out that mess. 

* + 


THEN WHY NOT simply cut the cost 
of the retirement program? Cut both the 
amount of money that must be earmarked 
for retired persons and the cost of ad- 
ministering these monthly checks. 

I am not referring to contributory re- 
tirement. 

I will attempt to show in simple fig- 
ures how the government can, over a 36- 
year period, actually cut retirement costs 
by 50 percent and at the same time en- 
hance its position in regard to recruiting 
high-caliber personnel. 

Simply allow the person about to re- 
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tire at 20 years to select Option I or Option 
II below. 

(Basis for the figures: Page 52, “The 
Army Career Team Presentation Guide 
Facts,” 1 June 1958, which contains the 
following statement by a representative 
of Aetna*Insurance Co.: “Life expectancy 
of a man at age 38 is 36.1 years.”) 

The retirement pay of an E-7 with 20 
years service (aged 38) would be $175 a 
month or $2100 a year or $75,600 during 
his life expectancy. 

OPTION I: 

Allow this retired E-7 to accept a “re- 
duced terminal gratuity” check for $37,- 
800 (half the normal cost to the govern- 
ment), with the signed understanding that 
use of this option would revoke all rights 
to a normal monthly retirement cheek. 

I am certain that hundreds of thou- 
sands of retiring servicemen would use this 
option, saving the government 50 percent 
of the ever-growing retirement costs over 
a period of years, and at the same time 
place the retired man in position to buy 
his home or business outright or go back 
to college. ‘ 

For the benefit of the many wives al- 
ready thinking: “My husband can’t handle 
that much money at one time. I’d rather 
have the monthly check”—I sympatheti- 
cally offer: 

OPTION I: 

An agency of the office of the Chief 
of Finance would invest the lump sum of 
$37,800 at a six percent return, which is 
obtainable almost anywhere. Simple arith- 
metic will show a monthly check of $189 
to the retired person, as compared to $175 
under the present system. In addition to 
the $189 monthly check, the principal in 
the form of the $37,800 “reduced terminal 
gratuity” would create quite a considera- 
ble and immediate estate. 

The inital cost of these programs 
would be expensive. But with the govern- 
ment saving 50 percent over the long haul, 
and the retired person also coming out 
ahead, it would seem nobody loses. 
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the morals of soldiers and “how 
to live your life.” 

I am not the only person in 
this battle group who is against 
these lectures. There are plenty 
who believe that this subject 
should be changed to “The Month- 
ly Nap Hours” because it seems 
this is where the men catch up 
on their sleep. 

A church-going member can 
hear the same thing in church on 
Sundays, so. why waste valuable 
training time going to “character 
guidance” once a month. 

I was in an outfit overseas 
where a man with 10 years service 
or over was given his choice as 
to whether he would attend this 
monthly lecture or not. I think 
this is an excellent idea, if the 
Army must persist in having this 
type of monthly lectures and 
should be put into effect if char- 
acter guidance is going to be kept 
a mandatory subject. 

During the course of these. lee- 
tures, there have been bachelor 
chaplains telling married’ soldier 
all about married life and how. to 
live it. There are other types of 
chaplains who tell of the evils of 
drink, yet themselves can be found 
in the clubs during cocktail hours 
living it up. : 

I.was always led to believe that 
the Army could not force a man 
to attend church, but in the last 
12 years it has been proven to me 
again and again that-this belief is 
wrong. These lectures are nothing 
more than sermons which can be 
heard in church 52 times a year.

One GOER, capable of carry- 
ing 15 tons of supplies through 
water and overland, regardless 


of lack of -roads, through soil 
that trucks can’t cross, will cost 
what five or six 2%2-ton trucks 
cost. To change a GOER tire 
will take two hours, may require 
a special vehicle. 

One of the new 920-channel 
radios will cost three to four 
times as much as the radio it 
replaces. And who needs 920 
channels? 

These new pieces of equip- 
ment are rugged, light, and 
simple to maintain at the opera- 
ting level. But at the major over- 
haul level they take much skill, 
time, and many men to repair. 

It is true that U.S. Army 
equipment is more refined than 
the Russian. It has more gad- 
gets, more complex fire control, 
for example. But these refine- 
ments and complexities may be

They would not be part 
of the weapon system if they 
didn’t make the system more ef- 
fective than it was before.

Geography Is 
On Our Side 


By GEORGE FIELDING ELIOT 
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UR GREAT advantage over the Soviet Union in the 
contest for world power is geographical. Because our 
power base is the continent of North America, we have 


unlimited access to the two main 
oceans of the world, and to the 
air space above them. 

We ‘thus have free contact 
with our overseas bases and ean 
support our global system of al- 
liances. 

We have a backlog of genera- 
tions of experience in global 
warfare by sea, and half a cen- 
tury of experience in long range 
air warfare. We have fought two 
great wars in which we have 
projected our power overseas to 
conduct major campaigns on dis- 
tant continents. The Soviets have 
no such experience. 

. * . 

THE NET product of these 
facts is that we are capable of 
conducting a war of movement 
and they are not. We can carry 
war to any part of the world, if 
we must. They can only sit in 
their guarded homeland and 
throw things. 

In all of their military propa- 
ganda, they attempt to convince 
us that they have acquired, by 
technological advances, a capa- 
bility of free movement which 
they do not in fact possess. 

Technology has enabled them 
to. build a large fleet of subma- 
rines, Technology cannot do 
away with the geographical fact 
that these submarines, to reach 
the open oceans where they can 
threaten our operations, must 
make their way from such ports 
as Murmansk on the icebound 
Arctic, or must break away 
through narrow straits command- 
ed by our allies. 

Technology has enabled the 
Soviets to build giant long-range 
rocket weapons. Technology can- 
not do away with the geographi- 
cal fact that to attack the United 
States with such weapons they 
must accept the uncertainties 
and disadvantages of firing at 
ranges of several thousand miles.

WE ARE bringing into service 
weapons which cap strike Soviet 
targets from the sea, at far short- 
er ranges and with greater ac- 
curacy. We can mount attacks 
against the Soviet Union with 
the aircraft of our Strategic Air 
Command in a volume and vio- 
lence which they cannot hope 
wholly to counter, even though 
they might be able to do much 
damage by missile attacks 
against air bases. To this the 
aircraft of our naval carriers 
would add significantly, and 
these floating bases are immune 
to attack by ballistic missiles. 

Technology has likewise en- 
abled the Soviets to greatly im- 
prove and modernize the arma- 
ment of their ground forces. 
Technology cannot do away with 
the geographical fact that in any 
particular theater of operations 
around the vast rimland of the 


Soviet land bloc, experience has 
demonstrated that sea and long- 
range air transportation can 
build up concentrations of force 
more rapidly than can Soviet 
land and internal air transporta- 


tion. i 

It was touch and go at Pusan, 
for example, but even there 
with all the advantage of sur- 
prise on the Communist side, 
our power of movement and 
hence of concentration proved 
superior to theirs. This is an 
eternal fact of strategy—it has 
always been so. For instance, in 


the Crimean war when the sail- 
ing ships and old-fashioned 
steamers of that day proved su- 
jor to marching feet and 
orse-drawn wagons in 
power to bear on the battle 
” . 7 

THERE CAN be no living in 
the same world with Communist 
— without risk. We eannot 

ave absolute security as long 
as world communism pursues its 
present objective of worldwide 
Communist authority. We must 
live with risk. For us, safety lies 
in making sure that the Com- 
munist leaders remain ever con- 
scious that they are living with 
risks too—and that military ag- 
gression is, for them, charged 
with inescapable elements of 
risk that are and will continue 
to be prohibitive. 

In these Communist calcula- 
tions, geography is our friend— 
provided we continue to deserve 
that Providential friendship by 
designing our military programs 
to take maximum advantage of 
its gifts. 

Power in motion must be our 
sword and shield, whether to 
cancel out Soviet land-based mis- 
sile power by an invulnerable 
threat of retaliation from mobile 
bases, or to cancel out Soviet 
threats of limited aggression by 
a capability for effective counter- 
action in the threatened area by 
mobile forces of appropriate size 
and strength. 

A most useful habit for all 
who have to do with our mili- 
tary decisions, including voters 
and taxpayers as well as officials 
and members of Congress, would 
be a half-hour weekly spent in 
studying even a very small globe.

the best in weapons and equip- 
ment, regardless of cost.

Top Reserve 
Unit to Get 
ROA Award 


WASHINGTON — Superior 
units of the Army Reserve 
will be considered for an Out- 
standing USAR Unit Award 
to be presented by the Re- 
serve Officers Association of 
the United States starting in 
June 1961, the Department of 
the Army announced last 
week. 

A trophy will be presented an- 
nually by the association. Any com- 
pany-size USAR troop program 
unit with “a minimum actual 
strength of 25 will be eligible for 
the award. 

Standards for selection will be 
based upon the unit’s performance 
at reserve duty training and at 
annual active duty for training dur- 
ing the year. This period will start 
with the first drill after annual ac- 
tive duty for summer training and 


end with the completion of annual 
active duty for training the follow- 
ing year. 


Upon completion of the training 
year, zone of interior Army and 
oversea commanders will forward 
to the commanding general, U.S. 
Continental Army Command, a list 
of units that qualify under estab- 
lished criteria as “superior” units. 
These units will receive a Superior 
Unit Certificate, awarded by the | 
Secretary of the Army. 


From the superior units, each 
commander will nominate one unit 
for the ROA award. The command- 
ing general, U.S. Continental Army 
Command will appoint a board to 
meet in February each year to con- 
sider these nominations and to 
recommend the outstanding unit. 

The ROA Award will be pre- 
sented by the association at its an- 
nual convention in June to the out-

in June 1959, a resolution (H.R. 
7527) was introduced in the House 
of Representatives to forgive the 
overpayment. The resolution was 
referred to the Armed_ Services 
committee, but has made little 
‘headway to date. 

This week the Army decided it 
could wait no longer, and ordered 
collections to begin immediately, 
before too many of the men in- 
volved leave the service. 

The current circular specifies 
that the collection of amounts ex- 
ceeding $50 are to begin no later 
than six months before completion 
of service. Those who’ have more 
than six months of service left 
won’t be forced to pay until they 
approach the end of their active 
duty tours. ‘ 

Officials pointed out that- before 
some of these ‘men reach the end 
of their tours Congress may take 
action on the resolution to write 
off the overpayments as a loss. 
And if this is-done by. Congress, 
those who have been foreed to pay 
the money back will be eligible for 
refunds. -

Plane Simulates Lacrosse, 
Saving Money in Training 


FORT SILL, Okla—A_ unique | 
device that turns a small Army air- | 
plane into a “stand-in” for a La 
crosse missile during training ex- | 
ercises is in use at Fort Sill. 

A new concept in missile train- | 
ing devised at Fort Sill, the missile 
trajectory simulator is designed to) 
save taxpayers many thousands of | 
dollars. 

The simulator permits training | 
of Lacrosse guidance specialists un- 
der actual firing conditions without 
the expenditure of an expensive | 
missile for each practice session. 

The operation of the guidance | 
central in the Lacrosse system is| 
the key to the new missile’s deadly 
accuracy. The Lacrosse is fired 
from a highly mobile launcher | 
mounted on a standard Army truck 
and guided directly into its target 
by electronic signals from the 
guidance central station. 

Although the simulator’s air 
plane—a small Army L-19—does 
not fly as fast as the Lacrosse, its 
maneuvers are enough like those 
of an actual missile in flight as to | 
simulate effectively actual firing 
operations. 

The simulator was devised in the 
Lacrosse Branch, Missile Guidance 
Division of the Artillery and Mis- 
sile School’s Department of Target 
Acquisition. It is produced by the 
Martin Company, Orlando, Fla., La- 
crosse prime contractor, under the 
supervision of the Army Rocket | 
and Guided Missile Agency.

The missile trajectory Simulator 
was tested at Fort Sill last year, 
and subsequently accepted by the 
Continental Army Command as a 
training device.

FORT CARSON, Colo.—A dedicated and determined soldier is 
Cpl. Edward Gouveia Jr., Ist BG, 60th Inf., who refuses to let a

Anyone who doubts this need only ask one of the battle group 
members who has paced the five-foot eight-inch, 150-pound Hawaiian 
during a double-time three mile run back from the Trainfire I range. 

Gouveia served with the 17th RCT, 7th Div., during the Korean 
War. He later served with the Seventh Army in Germany. 

After eight months of civilian life, he reenlisted in September 
1954, for airborne duty, winning his parachutist badge at Fort 
Campbell, Ky., in January 1955. 

During his second tour in Germany he contracted the disease 
which put him in hospitals overseas and at home for 14 months. In 
spite of the severity of his condition, he made a rapid and complete 
recovery, much to the surprise of medical officers. 

The recruits he trains join the medics in amazement at his physi- 
cal condition following his long hospitalization. It is a generally 
recognized fact that no one in Co. B does more push-ups or physical 
training. 

He has been called a “bundle of dynamite with a hole in his lung 
who just won't quit.”

ER CHIEFS 
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+ Meet Famous Men All the Time 


WASHINGTON—Sgt. Maj. Henry Q. Dunn, 35-year-old soldier, and MSgt. Arthur J. 
Himmelberger, 40-year-old marine, expected to see a lot of the world when they chose 
service careers. But neither ever dreamed that it would be commonplace for them to 


meet world leaders. 

Yet that is what is happening to 
Himmelberger and Dunn, crew 
chiefs on the Sikorsky S-58 helicop- 
ters that President Eisenhower fre- 
quently uses as air taxis. 

Besides the President and his 
family, the sergeants have met and 
sat in adjoining seats in the helicop- 
ter cabin with such history-making 
figures as Churchill, Macmillan, 
Khrushchev, Diefenbaker, Men- 
deres, Mateos, Nehru and Franco. 


There also have been scores of 
governors, cabinet members, gen- 
erals, and .

“They’ve all been real nice,” says 
Dunn. “They get enthusiastic over 
the comfort and the view provided 
by the helicopter. After the flight 
they shake hands and say ‘thanks 
for the ride.’ Some of them give us 
a souvenir such as a pen with their 


name inscribed on it.” 


President Lopez Mateos of Mexico 
asked questions about the operation 
of the machine.

“It meant a lot to me when I found it 
and it means a lot today.”

LOPEZ JOINED the Philippine scouts in 1934 
and fought with an artillery regiment of the famous 
scouts on Corregidor when the Japanese invaded. 

When U.S. forces surrendered at Corregidor, 
the veteran soldier was taken prisoner. After 
several months in POW camps, he was released 
due to illness, 

In 1944, he took arms against the Japanese once 
again as a member of a band of guerillas in 
Northern Luzon, serving with this organization 
until the end of the war.

BADLY lacking in supplies—particularly arms 
and ammunition—Lopez’ guerilla unit directed its 
operations toward obtaining intelligence for Gen.

A Study of Blitzkrieg 


THE SINAI CAMPAIGN of 1956, by Maj. Edgar O’Ballance. Frederick A. 


. Praeger, Inc., N.Y. $5.

N THE fall of 1956 the Israeli army conducted 
a weeklong blitzkrieg in which it seized the 
entire Sinai peninsula from the Egyptians. 
This campaign, which shows so clearly what 
a mobile force can do against a static one, has 
been studied and described by many Americans, 


including such military writers as Brig. Gen. 8S. © 


L. A. ‘Marshall. Now British Maj. Edgar O’Ballance 
has written his view of the campaign, and it is in 
many ways the most objective and most useful 
of them all. 

The Israelis swept through the Egyptian army 
with remarkably few losses, and most contempor- 
ary accounts portrayed the campaign as a lop- 
sided affair. O’Ballance restores some balance—- 
he reminds us that the Egyptians did fight well in 
some situations, that they were worried about the 
British and French as well as the Israelis, and that 
the Israeli mobile columns were living off their 
fat and probably couldn’t have been very effective 
if the campaign had lasted a little longer.

THIS BOOK should teach many lessons to the 
professional military reader. It presents a day-by- 
day study of the tactics, while going into the 
effects of logistics on the battles. 

Perhaps one of the big lessons in this volume is 
in the sections which show how spirit affects 
modern armies. O’Ballance says that in 1953, 
when Gen. Dayan took over as head of the Israeli 
army, there had been a decided drop in: morale 
and offensive spirit. 

Dayan ordered that the most intelligent and 
best-educated men were to be put into the com- 
bat arms, with the services getting what was 
left. All officers were required to take air- 
borne or commando courses, special emphasis 
was placed on night training, and the size of 
the army’s combat “teeth” was made equal to 
the size of the supporting “tail” (most armies 
have about four or five men in the tail for each 
man in the teeth). 

O’Ballance, describing how the elite Egyptian 
anti-aircraft units fought well, points out that 
Egyptian officers knew their military theory but 
weren’t worth much in the field. The officers, 
he says, hated the fellahin in the ranks, disliked 
going into the desert, and frequently let their men 
down in battle. The Egyptian army had excellent 
defensive positions, but there was little emphasis 
on the attack. 

Army leaders, from squad to army level, should 
learn a great deal from “The Sinai Campaign of 
1956”. 


Our Early Skippers 


_ CAPTAINS TO THE NORTHWARD, by Wil- 
liam James Morgan. Barre Gazette Publishers,

HE long-neglected history of the early Amer- 

ican Navy has been the subject of two recent 
works, “George Washington’s Navy” by William 
Bell Clark, and now, Morgan’s treatment of 22 
New England captains who commanded U.S. 
ships during the Revolution. 


The reader’s most distinct impression will be 
surprise that the Revolutionary Navy existed at 


all. With privateering so profitable,.many of the 
Navy captains were forced to impress both for- 
eign and U.S, seamen to man their ships. In 
many cases, the often-inexperienced skippers 
were guilty of cowardice and rank incompetence. 

Still, some ships got to sea and a few logged 
creditable records against commercial shipping, 
the principal target for the new nation’s fleet. 

Morgan is forced to skip about from straight 
chronological history to follow the fortunes of 
particular captains. This tends to be confusing 
but should present no real problem to the serious 
reader. 





A Pessimistic Novel 


THE CURTAIN FALLS, a Modern Trilogy, by 
Maurice Druon, translated from the French by 
Humphrey Hare Scribner’s, N.Y. $5.95. 


IS is a long, sweeping novel of the disin- 

tegration of a well-to-do French family. 
There is little sweetness and light here; the story, 
which encompasses several uppercrust families, 
is full of dissolute people idling away their time 
and money. 

While the novel is a bit one-sided — gen- 
erosity, tenderness and compassion always end 
in failure, greed and debauchery are attributes 
of the successful — Druon is a good story teller 
and a sharp, if somewhat pessimistic, critic of 
our times. — B. H. ’

THE END OF EMPIRE, John Strachey, Ran- 
dom House, New York. $5. 


EMPIRES end when they become unprofitable 
in terms of cash, supplies of natural re- 

sources, prestige, or raw recruits for military pur- 

poses, according to Strachey’s sensible thesis. 

The most enduring empires have been those 
based on mercantile advantages which have con- 
currently upped dividends by raising native stan- 
dards of living, providing more education, or en- 
couraging the growth of a solid middle class of 
clerks and minor administrators. 

A condensed history of Britain’s involvement 
with India is presented as an example of this type 
of empire and is accompanied by numerous and 
somewhat surprising quotations from Indian 
sources in praise of British rule.

On 14 May 1940 Congress so 
provided for service in the Army 
in time of war, May 1940 marked 
the end of the “phony war” 
which began in September 1939, 
It was a terrible month in Eu- 
rope.

Tested 


FORT WORTH, Tex. — More 
than 100 hours’ flight has been 
logged on Bell Helicopter Corpo- 
ration’s XV-3 convertiplane, now 
undergoing extensive tests by the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration at Ames Research 
Center, Moffett. Field, Calif. 

The XV-3 is an aircraft designed 
to combine hovering and low-speed 
flight. characteristics of the heli- 
eopter with the speed and range 
performance of the conventional 
airplane. 

Technically, it’s a fixed-wing, 
tilting-prop-rotor, vertical and 
short take off and landing aircraft. 

* - + 

BELL is developing the XV-3 
for the Army. The company also 
believes convertiplanes have great 
commercial potential in the inter- 
mediate air transportation field. 

The XV-3 made aviation his- 
tory in December 1958, when it 
became the first aircraft of its 
kind to achieve 100 percent in- 
flight conversion of its tilting 


rs. 

Since then 74 full conversions 
have been made on the ship by 
seven men, including pilots from 
Bell, the Air Force and NASA, 

NASA engineers have fully in- 
strumented the convertiplane and 
are conducting tests to measure its 
stability characteristics and _ re- 
sponses to various control inputs 
in all flight regimes. 

Test flights so far have covered 
projected operational requirements 
under field conditions, including 
vertical takeoffs, hovering flight, 
short rolling takeoffs at various 
mast angles under overload .con- 
ditions, climb and stabilized flight 
at intermediate conversion angles,

OTHER TESTS have covered 
covered high-speed flights in air- 
plane configuration to 160 miles 
per hour and steep descents at 
various power and mast angle 
settings, including fulll autorota- 
tion. 

More than 30 test flights cover- 
ing 20 flight hours have been made 
by NASA. The Air Force put 32 
flight--hours on the ship and Bell 
logged 51 hued flying at its Fort 
Worth plant 

Maintenance requirements dur- 
ing the test program have been 
low, comparing favorably with 
standard production helicopters. 
The XV-3 has been maintained en- 
tirely by NASA personnel through 
the past half-year’s testing. 
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Navy Will Help Map Service

Thus, with three stations at wide- 
ly separated known points on the 
earth (up to 2000 miles apart) the 
location of the fourth, or unknown 
point, can be determined. 

Considered part of the Project 
Betty operation, which has three 
Minitrack Mark II stations on Paci- 
fie Ocean Islands taking observa- 
tions on the Navy Vanguard satel- 
lite since 1958, the new system is 
better suited than Minitrack to help 
Army Map Service accomplish its 
geodetic mission. It will measure 
distances representing the sides 
of triangles extending from the 
earth stations to the Transit borne 
instrument instead of the measure- 
ment of space angles under the 
present system. 








Test Unit Logs 10 Million Miles 


FORT EUSTIS, Va. — A Trans- 
portation: Corps unit, engaged in 
highway research, has completed 
more than 10 million miles driving 
over asphalt and cement surfaces 
at their testing station near Otta- 
wa, Ill. This unit, the Transporta- 
tion Corps Road Test Support Ac- 
tivity, is under the command of 
the 48th Trans. Gp. of Fort Eustis. 


The world’s largest highway re- 
search project, this testing has been 
underway since October 1958. It is 
sponsored. by the American Associ- 
ation of State Highway Officials and 
administered by the Highway Re- 
search Board of the National Acad- 
emy of Science. Highway research 
engineers are collecting data which 
will influence highway design and 
construction. 

The TC drivers are supporting 
this -research project by driving 
specially loaded, commercial-type 
vehicles on test loops. A total of 
five test loops, consisting of sep- 
arated sections of four-lane divided 
highways are connected with turn- 
arounds to form elongated loops. 
One tangent and one turnaround 
of each loop is paved with cement, 
the other with asphalt. Four of the 
five loops are 3.15 miles in circum- 
ference. The other is 1.85 miles.

ONE HUNDRED test vehicles are 
used, ten to a lane, or twenty trucks 
on each of the five traffic loops. 
All ten vehicles in any test lane 
have identical loads. They range 
from a gross weight of 4000 pounds 
for the small pick-ups which apply 
axle loads of 2000 pounds, up to a 
gross weight of 107,000 pounds for 
the large tractor-trailer combina- 
tions which apply 48,000 pound- 
axle loads to the pavement. 

In compiling 10 million miles, 
drivers and trucks have made an 
average of 716,000 trips around 
each of the five test loops, this 
totals 3,580,000 trips. The 10 mil- 
lion miles is equal to 417 trips 
around the world at the equator 
or to 24 round trips to the moon. 
It has taken a total of 527,890 
manhours to accomplish. More 


than one million gallons of gas- 
oline and 990,704 gallons of 


diesel fuel have been used by 
testing vehicles. ‘ 

Soldier drivers roll along these 
test-tube turnpikes for 19 hours a 
day, covering the same route every 
six minutes. There is no on-coming 
traffic, no cross-traffic, no  bill- 
boards and no pedestrians. A con- 
stant speed of 35 miles per hour 
must be maintained on the 
straightaways' and 25 miles per 
hour on the turnarounds. 

Three operating schedules are 
employed so that pavenients will be 
subjected to traffic at all hours. 
Starting times are rotated every 
two weeks. The Army drivers op- 
erate their trucks through a 9% 
hour shift and are then relieved by 
a second shift which completes the 
19-hour daily schedule. They main- 
tain this schedule seven days a 
week, 

Army cooks work around the 
clock seven days a week in a mod- 
ern, electric kitchen to serve over 
1200 meals at four meal times daily.

ONLY A FEW of the original 
group of drivers assigned to sup- 
port this road test program in 
October 1958, are still driving test 
vehicles. Because of the monotony, 
most of the original drivers have 
been replaced. 

Perhaps representative of some 
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875 soldiers who have served with 
the Transportation Corps Road 
Test Support Activity since the be- 
ginning of testing is SP4 Donald 
R. Smith. Smith has, since Novem- 
ber 1958, operated every class of 
test vehicle used on each of the 
five test loops. 

He has logged approximately 
60,000 miles of driving in test 
traffic, without accident or inci- 
dent, as his personal contribution 
to better highways for motorists 
of today and the future. 

As he parked his truck. at the 
end of his shift last 27 April, he 
received telegrams from Maj. Gen. 
Norman H. Vissering, commanding 
general of the Transportation 
Training Command at Fort Eustis, 
and Col. M. J. Reichel, commanding 
officer of the 48th Trans. Gp., Fort 
Eustis. The telegrams congratu- 
lated him on his work with the 
project. Later Smith was honored 
at a luncheon with Walter B. Mc- 
Kendrick, project director, and Lt. 
Col. Richard J. Lombard, his com- 
manding officer. 





The new system is expected to 
provide better data for determining 
geodetic quantities such as the 
shape of the earth, intercontinental 
ties and location of small, isolated 
islands to a common reference sys- 
tem.

Parallels Methods of Amateurs

OME INSIGHT into how the police use photography to uncover evidence of crime was 
discussed at a recent meeting of the New York Chapter of the Society of 


graphic Scientists and Engineers. The speaker was Detective Charlies F. 


ork Police Laboratory, and his 
subject was “Photography in Crim- 
inalistics.” 

The most challenging of the po- 
lice lab’s problems are the scien- 
tific means for revealing evidence 
not visible, or at least not directly 

we wus Visible, to the 
a naked eye. Odd- 
ly enough, many 
of the tech- 
niques are 
familiar to the 
versatile hobby- 
ist in pursuit 
of photographic 
subjects off the 
beaten path. 

Photomicrog- 

raphy, for in- 
DESCHIN stance, the 
method by which objects are mag- 
nified (up to 30 times the size of 
the original subject), is used by 
the police camera sleuths to photo- 
graph bullets, cartridge cases, and 
impressions made by tools and dies. 
Where greater magnifications are 
needed to show up very minute tell- 
tal: details, the police turn to pho- 
tomicrography, using the combina- 
tion of camera and microscope. 

The high-contrast technique in 
vogue among photographers for 
some time in the experimental pic- 
torial field, is used by the police 
in the examination of questionable 
documents. With special photo- 
graphic films, such as Kodalith, and 
high-contrast processing, erasures 
er obliterations may be eliminated 
sufficiently to show the original 
writing. 

The use of an obliquely an- 
gled light source (the basic tex- 
ture-lighting technique) will re- 
veal indented writing on a paper 
pad. In cases where the sheet 
on which the original message 
was written has disappeared, the 
blank sheet under it on the pad 
may retain the impression of the 
writing instrument. 






Polarized lighting, popular among | 
amateurs in reducing reflection and | 


clarifying detail, has helped the 
police lab in clearing up finger- 
print impressions. 

The value characteristic of filters 
in improving contrast between col- 
ors and tones in subjects serves the 
police in similar difficult tone- 
separation applications. 

Somewhat out of the realm of 
the amateur photographer but 
among the most useful techniques 
of the police lab is the field of radi- 
ation. Detective O’Hara mentioned 
the mediums of ultraviolet, infra- 
re’ and X-rays. Tracing frauds in 
art works and suspicious looking 
packages that may be holding a 
bomb, are some of the possibilities 
in this field.

There is no change in the film, 
only in the ratings. Specifically, 
the safety factor of 2.5 is reduced 
to 1.2, which is the same as that 
of color film, There will be no 
change in the color film ratings. 

“The former American Standard 
had in recent years become a con- 
troversial subject among photogra- 
phers because of the ‘safety fac- 
tor,’” the statement says. “It was 
felt that the rapid developments 
in the art and techniques of photog- 
raphy had made this point unnec- 
essary, or at the very least unde- 
sirable.” 

The action at last puts a stop 
to the confusion that has existed 
for some years in the various rat- 
ings recommended by various writ- 
ers. The careful photographer with 
accurately working equipment and 
ca‘eful measurement of exposure 
(with appropriate development) 
may now follow the new ratings 
with the full assuranee of successful 
exnosure, all other factors being 
equal.

Washington

QR ETaING new is about to be added to the Washington 
scene. It is a genuine Japanese tea house that the 
Japanese Ambassador and Mrs. Asaki have had built in the 
garden of the embassy. The formal opening will take place at 


a reception on 19 May. 


For the past several months 
Japanese architects and builders 
have been assembling the mate- 
rials for the tea house, many of 
them, including huge stones for 
the garden, were sent here direct- 
ly from Japan. 

The tea ceremony, called 
chanoyu, is hundreds of years old 
and will be performed by a tea 
master from Japan. It involves 
the appreciation of the room in 
which it is performed, as well as 
the garden which adjoins the 
room, the utensils used in serv- 
ing tea and the decor of the set- 
ting . . . this may be a hanging 
scroll or a flower arrangement. 

In Japan, there are many schools 
for instruction in the art of the 
tea ceremony, and the one used 
in private homes depends on which 
school the host belongs to. 

The basic utensils are the same

The host enters, carrying a 
tea bowl and then makes another 
trip to bring in the remaining 
utensils. 

Making tea involves whisking 
the mixture until it looks like thick 
pea soup. The guests move along 
on their knees, one at a time, to 
the tea bow! that is kept hot on a 


brazier. Each one bows to the 
others, places the bowl on the 
palm of his left hand and sips 


from it. Then he praises the brew 
and passes the bowl to the next 
guest—arid so on down the line. 

Traditionally, the ceremony 

takes about four hours to per- 
form, but since this would not 
be practical in busy Washington, 
it is expected that the ceremony 
at the embassy will be much 
simpler and will probably take 
just an hour.

A FEW Americans have entered 
international competition but until 
the summer of 1959 did not begin 
to jump in the same league with 
European sky divers. At that time 
a team of sky diving Army para- 
troopers from STRAC went to 
Tivat, Yugoslavia to compete in 
the Adriatic Parachuting Cup meet 
against nine other European coun- 
tries. They brought home an overy- 
all second place which marked the 
first time that the U.S. had made a 
creditable showing in international 
sport parachuting. 

Now, for the second time in the 
history of American sport para- 
chuting, the US. will be repre- 
sented by an all-Army team of sky 
divers in an international meet. 
This time to decide the world 
championship for 1960.

DURING the tryouts at Bragg 
last month, some 50 of the best 
military and civilian sport para- 
chutists in the U.S. vied for places 
on the U.S. team. Despite keen 
civilian competition, Army jumpers 
took the first 11 places. Seven of 
these were selected for further 
training and five will go to Bul- 
garia this summer. 

Six of the seven selected in the 
Bragg tryouts went to El Centro, 
Calif., two weeks ago at the invita- 
tion of the Air Force. High altitude 
jumping facilities were available to 
them and valuable experience was 
gained. While there, they set a new 
record for baton passing by passing 
the baton from jumper to jumper, 
five times before opening their 
chutes in a 30,000 foot jump. In 
fact, they accomplished this feat 
twice during their stay there. The 
previous U.S. record was three 
passes. 

The new U.S. Army Sport Para- 
chute Team is available for demon- 
strations of sky diving acrobatics 
throughout the U.S. in support of 
the Army’s recruiting mission. Re- 
quests for the team should be 
routed through channels to TAG, 
Department of the Army, Washing- 
ton 25, D.C.

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WASHINGTON—A series@f reforms in anipetions care 
at Army hospitals, including a appointment sys- 
tem and steps to éut the waiting time of patients, will fs 
urged in an article in the May issue of the Armed Forces 
Medical Journal, an official Defense Department publication. 


“Most Army hospitals are not 
providing outpatients the quality of 
service they rightly deserve,” wrote 
Col. Glenn J. Collins, author of the 
article. The officer, now_assigned to 
the Army hospital at Fort Leonard 
Wood, Mo., also said at another 
point: 

“Too many outpatient depart- 
ments are not receiving the atten- 
tion they deserve; they are still the 
stepchildren of the hospital 
family.” : , 

He recommended that outpatient 


clinics be given the same status as| f 


other branches of the hospital such 
as surgery. 

“There is a definite need,” Col. 
Collins said, “for a closer integra- 
tion of the whole clinie structure in 
Army hospitals. Under the present 
concept of operation, there is no 
over-all coordination. Each special- 
ty has its own clinic, over which 
it has complete control.” 

He suggested that clinics of all 
branches of the hospital have a cen- 
tral location. Outpatients now often

are sent from clinic to clinic in dif- 
ferent parts of the hospital, wast- 
ing their time and the time of hos- 
pital personnel. 

In modern hospitals, it was point- 
ed out, outpatient clinics are lo- 
cated on the ground floor and have 
a separate entrance.

LATEST COMPLETE FIGURES 
available, those for 1957, show that 
there was a daily average of 37,266 
outpatient visits to Army medical 
40 percent of which were 
made by dependents. 

Col. Collins reviewed the most 
frequent complaints made by out- 
patients in a recent survey.. Many, 
complained of “the lack of conti- 
nuity of doctor-patient relation- 
ship, long waits, impersonal han- 
dling of cases and crowded condi- 
tions,” 

The officer said that not only
